We have been able to maintain the school by pro- 
curing Mrs. Strube who has been an efficient teacher. 


A typical rural school of eight grades is not desired by 
teachers today and it will be necessary to offer special 
inducements to procure one in such a situation. 


The new state laws have sharply increased teacher 
salaries for another year. The state aid is increased to 
towns according to their needs to offset this cost. 

The school committee has provided books and 
materials necessary to instruct the children and kept 
the school in good repair and condition, devoting much 
of their time to details of the work. I trust that students 
will continue on to high school to prepare for: life’s 
work. The past Westport students have done well in 
secondary schools. 
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I hope the Public Health Nurse will institute health 
clinics this coming year to provide the children with 
this necessary service. The town contributes to the 
State for this service and pays for the service of a 
school doctor. 


I wish to thank Dr. Howard Bowen for his assis- 
tance during my illness. 


The school committee, citizens and town Officials 
help and cooperation is recognized and appreciated as 


well as the cooperation and work of Mrs. Strube.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING FOR 
THE TOWN OF WESTPORT ISLAND FOR THE YEAR 
ENDING DECEMBER 31. 1957 


Good health is a positive condition of well-being 
of both body and mind which is an asset for communi- 
ties, as well as for individuals. Indeed in these days of 
preparedness and defense it assumes national propor- 
tions, since it has been stated that our best line of de- 
fense is a healthy nation. 


Westport Island is doing its bit in this program 
by holding Child Health Conferences for the benefit 
of the infant and pre-school age children. Here they 
may receive a physical examination, and are offered 
the opportunity to be protected against such diseases 
as Diphtheria, Whooping Cough, Tetanus, Polio, and 
Smallpox. 


The school age children are given the opportunity 
to continue this good health habit by taking part in 
the school health program, which also offers physical 
exams and immunization “boosters” when necessary. __ 


Children, requiring the services of state clinics for 
special conditions, are referred at the request of the 
family physician. Follow-up from these clinics, as well 
as many conditions, is done through home visiting by 
the Public Health Nurse. She is always glad to visit 
anyone referred to her, and she assists the local health 
officer in the control of communicable diseases, includ- 
ing Tuberculosis and the Veneral diseases. 
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The Public Health Nurse is very grateful for the 
willing and cheerful cooperation always given by the 
people of Westport for the health program. The chil- 
dren seem to be well provided for at present; that is 
admirable. The situation should be maintained, and 
ways to improve it explored. She hopes this may be 
done in the future, and is looking forward to working 
with you in the year ahead.

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COMMENTS 
TOWN OF WESTPORT 


February 19, 1956. to February 16, 1957 


An audit of the financial records maintained by 
various officers of the Town of Westport has been com- 
pleted for the fiscal year ended February 16, 1957. 


The examination included a review of cash trans- 
actions and an analysis of available funds and expen- 
ditures. The results are incorporated in the following 
text, exhibits and schedules. 


The fiscal year’s operations showed that available 
funds exceeded expenditures by $1,692.42, per the fol- 
lowing summary: " 

Departmental Operations: 


Unexpended Balances $2,413.63 
Overdrafis 721.21 
Net Unexpended Balances $1,692.42 


The unexpended balances in the snow removal, 
contingent and poor relief accounts and the overlay 
were the principal factors contributing to the excess 
of available funds over expenditures. The overdrafts 
were reflected for the most part in the abatement, dis- 
count and stock pile accounts. 


ASSETS 


The cash balance of $2,255.63 was reconciled with 
a statement furnished by the First National Bank of 
Bath, Maine. A count of cash was made at the date of 
audit and reconciled with the closing balance.

Other assets were reviewed and verification under- 
taken to determine their correctness at the year end. 
Unpaid accounts were reconciled with the balance 
shown on the records of the selectmen. 


RESERVES AND SURPLUS 


The appropriation accounts reflect a net overdraft 
balance of $2,249.30 at the year end. This amount rep- 
resents various operating account balances and over- 
drafts that are carried forward to the ensuing year 
in accordance with legal requirements and/or custom- 
ary practices. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $5,646.61, 
a net decrease of $1,764.91 for the year. The decrease 
was occasioned principally by town authorized appro- 
priations for various purposes less the excess of avail- 
able funds over expenditures. 


DEBT FUND 


The debt fund, incorporated in the financial state- 
ment as a separate fund, reflects the outstanding West- 
port Bridge and hurricane damage notes of $6,000.00 and 
$1,000.00 respectively which are to be retired from future 
years’ revenue. 


RESERVE FUND 


The new school or tuition fund totaled $572.39 at 
the year end and is represented by a time deposit in 
the First National Bank of Bath, Maine. 


DEPARTMENTAL ACCOUNTS 


The review of departmental operating accounts re- 
vealed a decrease of $570.77 in.funds raised by taxation, 
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as compared with the preceding year. Decreases in 
the highways and bridges, interest and municipal in- 
debtedness accounts and an increase in the education 


account were the principal factors contributing to the 
change. 


The departmental balances carried forward to the 
ensuing year decreased by $3,555.24 as compared with 
balances at the start of the year. The change was re- 
flected principally in the state aid road account. 


GENERAL 


The examination of the town clerk’s records, as 
pertained to financial operations, revealed that the 
townspeople authorized the appropriations from surplus 
for various purposes and also the transfer of excise tax 
funds to the contingent account. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Records were checked to determine the accuracy of 
recording cash transactions and the system of internal 
control was reviewed as pertained to the handling of 
eash and other matters of financial concern. Receipts 
and deposits were verified as well as warrants and 
bank charges. External verifications were utilized, on 
a test basis, to determine the correctness of recorded 
assets and liabilities. 


An analysis was made of the receipts and deposits 
as well as expenditures and bank charges. Vouchers, 
payrolls and cancelled checks were examined for a 
selected period. Excise tax collections were verified, on 


a test basis, with copies of the receipts retained by the 
collector. 
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Various laws pertaining to the fiscal operations 
of the municipality were reviewed to determine that 
related financial transactions had been properly ad- 
ministered. Bond coverage was examined. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules 
pertaining to the financial status of the town. Audit pro- 
cedures were followed to the extent deemed necessary 
to develop these statements. 


It is believed, subject to the foregoing comments, 
the accompanying statements and supporting informa- 
tion present fairly the financial position of the town at 
February 16, 1957, and the results of its operations for 
the year then ended.
